"This easeful of implements which 
we have newly placed on exhibition is 
designed to show the development of the 
tool which we call the knife, beginning 
from the earliest timee," said Profsaeor 
Mason at the National museum. "Pirst, 
you observe, Is the fragment of flint, 
which the savage split by banging it on 
top with a stone hammer into a number 
of flakes. The smaller ones were used 
for arrow points and the bigger ones for 
laaives, their edges being split off so 
sharp that yon might almost shave with 
some of them. Next yon seethe fUnt 
inserted into a handle of split wood or 
bone, and as farther improvements, the 
fastenings of this primitive knife in the 
handle by the roein of trees and by cord 
of one sort or another booad around to 
secure it 

"The meet heantiful knife in the col- 
lection is this exquisitely molded blade 
of greenish jade, belonging to the stone 
age, branded with a walrus tusk. You 
can hardly find a more admirably form- 
ed weapon anumg the products of mod- 
em ootiery wwsa. Most cnrions of the 
modem tooli here is tUs sailor's knife, 
square at the end instead of pointed, to 
prevent stabbing in a row, or the dan- 
gerotis falling of the weapon from aloft. 
Its blade drops out at the end of the 
handle when a spring is touched, so 
that Jack can hold a rope with one hand 
and open the knUe for aervtoe vrlfhont 
the need of tsQ flafm."— Washington 
Star.

The guests of the Hotel Aldine, of 
Ashland, had a very narrow escape thi.'^ 
week lioni being crushed todeatli by fbe 
falling of the floors of the west half of the 
building. 

Shortly after one o'clock Tiiesdiiy a 
large opening was being made in an in- 
ner wall, between the dining room and 
what was formerly used a.s a drummers' 
sample room, the intention being to con. 
struct an arched entrance, when both 
rooms were to be used as dining rooms. 
Most of the guests had juHt finished din- 
ing and retired, says the Signal, when a 
voice rang out in alarm to those remain- 
ing : " For God's sake ! get out of here, 
all of you, quick!" The first indication of 
the collapse was noticed by the workmen 
at the passage way, when, on removing a 
few bricks from one sid(» of the opening, 
several more briclu voluntarily followed; 
these were ft>nowed by a still greater 
number, and in a few seconds it was dis- 
covered that the entire wall was crumb- 
ling and that nothing ooald l^revent the 
calamity. 

The alarmed guests just bad time to 
make their escape when with a crash 
tiiree floors covering a space of about one- 
half of the large building fell, bringing 
down in one confused mass, furniture, 
bedding, heavy timbers, plastering, etc. 
A f^w guests were in the rooms at the 
time, but were so fortunate as to uuike 
their escape before the crash came.
